It was calenlated,
howover, to prejudico the minds of
those who are not well acquainted with
the Republican candidate, and for the
benellt of anch the IxTELLIGRNCRR inter-
viowed him on the subject. When
aaked regarding the truth of the anony-
mous publication yesterday, Mr. Whit-
aler paid:

[t is not only untrue that I opposed
the approprintion for 8 mew normnl
school Euiﬁjing ut West Liberty, but it
in & fact that it was lurgely through my
allorta that the appropriation was re-
tuined in the bill, ‘Ihe Hegister stor.
ia o fabrication from beginning 1o end,

“It will bo remembered that in that
legislature thers was o Doroeratic at-
tempt to reduce the rate of taxation for
political eflect only, and in order to af-
ford an excuso for so doing thore was n
scaling down of appropriations, and the
normal achools were selected ns the
chiel vietfine, Tho Weat Liberty and
Fairmont hoola wera pociall
marked. When I found that the W est
Liberty appropriation was cut oll, I
called Eonator Tare's attention to it nnd
told him thatwe must save it if possible,
as it atfected our district. He ngreed
with me nnd together wa worked nininst
the scheme to tura down the appro-
priation.

“Being o Ropablican, I did not haveo
a groat deal of influgnce in the Demo-
cratic senate, but I made perdonal ap-
peals to Democratic frionds in bohalf
of the Woast Liberty and Fairmont ap-
propriations, and was successiul in pet-
ting enoogh votes to savo the former,
while the Fairmont poople got prowty
nenrly all they nsked for."”

“Ap to my interruption of Senator
Gall, referred to by tho Registor's
anonymous  correapondent, that oe-
curred in this way: Mr, Gall wus spenk-
ingon the apprepriation and misquoted
a remark I had made in private con-
vessation. My remark had buen that I
favored liberal appropriations, but be-
lieved thars should be limitations. This
he misquoted in his speech and I called
him down, That was all.

“My Democratic colleague, Benator
Tarr, who worked with me to save the
West Liberiy appropriation, will sub-
stantiate what I eay. There is not n
shadow of truth in the Register’s story.”
